BOSTON & MAINE RAILROAD. 


TO THE PEOPLE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE:— 


The Boston nnd Maine Railroad desires to call to your^attention a bill 


introduced in th* Legislature on Wed nesday last purporting to offer a solu- 
tion of tho much vexed rate question- The bill sets forth the present con- 
trpctual relations betwen the railroad.and tho Stato and that these rela- 
tions may properly be modified by the consent pf the parties. The bill, 
therefore, to become operative must have the assent both of the state and 
the railroad. The following considerations are respectfully 
submitted: 


Under the terms of this bill the state proposes to enter into a contract 


with the Boston and Maine Railroad in substitution of the contracts of 
1883 and 1889, relating to railroad rates. The terms proposed are much 
more burdensome than the terms of the original contract. 
It is needless 


to say that the railroad cannot volun tarily accept a contract morft drastic 
and onerous than the present contract. 


May I briefly state to you the situation? Without legislative.sanction we 


must no back to the rate basis of 1883 nnd 1889 on .July 1st of this year. 
Th* rales which are above the rates of those years yield J us annually a 
revenue of about one hundred thousand dollars in excess of the 
revenue 


as 
we 
would 
receive 
under the old rates. The rates which are 


below tho rates of 1883 and 1889, if raised to the limit of those years, in- 
cluding pnssenner nnd freight* would yield anywhere from half to 
three 


iiuarters of a M-«-r.on dollais a-l i-'-ionn I revenue. 


But, 
as tins been so closely 
stated by the Public Service Commission, it 


is undesirable to go back to what it terms "the antiquated conditions and 
classifications cf 1883 and 1889." The Commissrcn says, in reference to the 


^i j undccirability of goino back to the old schedules: 


"As n practical matter, for tne reasons stated, a return to the rate 


basis of 1S33 and 1889 must be re garded as undesirable. 
At present 


the Boston ;>nd Maine system is op erated as an entirety, with thorough 
rates between all points on'the system, and with a single, modern clas- 
stficaticn. 
No one can desire that nny st.rp should be taken 
back- 


ward towards the antiquated condit ions nnd classifications of 1883 and 
1889. 
"To so nip extent, also, the restric tions contained in the statutes of 
1883 and'1889 have undoubtedly tended to deter the railroad from at- 
teniptimj nny general rate revision, for under those restrictions a ra- 
tional nnd comprehensive readjustm ent would 
be impossible without 


serious depletion of the revenues of the rnilroad.

"It is obvious that no patchwork method of readjustment, 
having 


for its background either the presen t or the lcg.il basic of rates, could 
even remotely approach that standard. To get such-a rate system as 
New Hnmpfhir* needs, It is necessary absolutely to ignor* the present 
and forget the past, nnd to construct an entirely new fabric of new ma- 
terials."

It i* th* universal *xp*ri- 


once that no one can Ull in advance how much rovenu* a new sch*dul* of 
rates will yield, especially when important changes are mad* in th» m**h 
cd of working out the schedule. 
So fully is this recognized that Commit 


eions and Courts alike have refused to allow changes in schedules on 
th* 


ground that the new . rates imposed wore too low, until they hav* b«n in 
'ore* a reasonable length of time nnd the actual results ar* known. 


The Railroad asks that it have 
a reasonable time, say . until 
July 1, 


1915, to determine tlie actual working out cf the new schedules of rates. It 
s just an important to the State that it should have a probationary period 
Before making a new and uncertain ccnlrac',, as it is to the Railroad. 


Is it not clear that the Boston and Maine Railroad could not accept such 
contract in lieu of 
the 
existing one? 
It is very much like th* cas* of 


farmer who, having a contract to pay his hired 
man 
forty dollars 
a 


month and being faced at the end of the season with a failur* of crops* is 
approached by the hired man, recognizing the hard position his employer 


in, with the proposition that the old contract be cancelled and that a n*w 


one be entered into at the rat* of fif ty dollars a 
month. 
Th* 
farmer 


would not consider himself very much relieved by accepting such a propos! 
tion. 


Two courses nre open to us. First, we can put back the few rates which 


are above the rates of 1889 and raise no other rates, thus accentuating 
a 


situation which is full of. alarming possibilities to the stockholders and 
the public, menacing, as it would, an investment in these railroad proper- 
ties by the people of New Hampshire of approximately forty million dollars. 


Or, secondly, we can seek for add! tional revenue from the sources law- 


fully opon to us. 
The 
following sources are those from which we can 


draw additional revenue without vio lating the restricting statutes: 


1, Pacsjnger rates, none of which is above the maximum of 1889, and most 


of which are below, 


2. Joint commodity rates, which are not subject to th* restrictive statutes.

Exploiting the Navy. 


The army and navy register is amply juslilied in its protest 


against the growing custom of exploiting the navy Tor the 
benefit of this or that seaport which expects to gain a mcrcaii- 
1ile advantage from the presence of the fleet or of a single 
warship. 
If a city anywhere on the coast from Haslpnrt to 


Galveston is to have a celebration of any kind the occasion is 
not considered complete unless there is a warship in the har- 
bor as a special attraction to the visitors. The local committee 
appeals to the congressman, he goes to the department and the 
secretary of the navy is unable to resist the pressure. 
The 


argument in favor of the custom is that the navy belongs to 
1he peqple and that the people have a right to inspect their 
property once in a while. 
But the navy exists for other and 


more serious purposes than to provide entertainment'for holi- 
day crowds and to help boom trade in enterprising seaports. 
The target practice, the cruises, the squadron maneuvers and 
the sea work upon which the elliciency of the navy depends 
has often been seriously interfered with by the practice ol 
using it as a side show to shore celebrations.—Boston Herald.
